CENTRAL MEETING MINUTES, MAR 8, 1999 by Rich Boyd, KE3Q, Sec 


Attending the "general" meeting were K3MM, KE3Q, K4VV, W3DAD, K2XLR, WR3L, 
W3DQ, W3AZ, N6CZG, K3Z0, W3TOM, N1WR, WR3Z. 


Though we were prepared to show a videotape tour of K1ZM's station, with 
an emphasis on his 160 meter stations, all our meeting time was taken up 
with "war stories," as we went around giving each person time to talk to 
his recent contest activities and anything else that was on his mind. 


W3YOZ announced he's chosen the date for this year's Fowlfest. It's 
August 14th, at his site in Churchton, Maryland as usual. 


KE3Q recounted his adventures at WP3R single op in ARRL DX CW and as a 
floater op (did most of Sunday on 15) at W3LPL M/M in ARRL DX phone. 
WR3L was joined by WR3Z for ARRL CW and by AA3SC on phone. 


K2XLR has been helping put up antennas at W3TOM and is moving from Temple 
Hills, MD to Indian Head, MD. Steve spends every other weekend in 
Virginia Beach visiting his kids. 


W3Y0Z mentioned the Fowlfest date and that his mountaintop QTH in 
Pennsylvania is coming along. 


K4VV says the new Virginia state rule on tower height caused him to "zoom 
his tower" up from 65' to 75'. (Every little bit helps). He was joined 
by W4LIP and W1HIR in the ARRL DX (phone?) and they spent some of the time 
troubleshooting interference with such as computers and telephones. 


W3DAD shows you can do it with small antennas. He made 771 QSOs in ARRL 
DX CW with his Butternut vertical on the lower bands and Butternut 
butterfly HF antenna at 35'. Kevin also spent time in the UBA, RSGB, and 
RTTY contests. 


WK3I cranked up the power from 5W to 100W for the CQ 160 phone because 
conditions weren't as good. He hooks up his printer so it backs up his 
log by printing out each QSO as he goes. This time it caused some 
problems and for a while he worried he'd lost a lot of QSOs but he 
eventually was able to get them to print out. 


W3ZZ has been testing the HF waters again; this time from his home 
station, QRP. He says he put in a full effort last fall in CQWW CW and is 
still 

recovering. He was part of the W3GNQ crew again in ARRL phone using a TH7 
at 120' (but only 40' above the top of the hill to the NE), 2-el 

Cushcraft 40 and an A4 on a rocket launcher. Using some antenna testing 
gizmo they found definitively that their SWR on the A4 was either 1.6:1 or 
62:1. They had to crank down the rocket launcher to fix a connector. 
Noting someone had called Gene "Dr. Z" on the repeater -- and he does have 


a 

Ph.D. I believe (as some of our other members do too, of course) -- I 
suggested we start calling him "Dr. Zimfoofnik." The 'GNQ crew blew up 
W3DQ's Titan amp, but due to 'GNQ's many years working with amplifiers 
while on the staff at Eimac, he was able to negotiate a nice repair deal 
with 

Ten-Tec. And the group was pleased to beat K3Z0's single op effort 
finally. 


W3AZ missed ARRL CW with the flu and didn't fully recover until the ARRL 
phone was already underway, so he was off the air. Bill was afraid guest 
op WOCN might catch the germs if he came over. Besides, Dan may have been 
in Nicaragua by then supporting US presidential travel. 


N6CZG, Fred Laun's chief engineer, says Fred comes in 5-9 on his computer 
modem speaker. Jurasak says he's kept busy fixing Fred's amps but 
doesn't climb towers any more due to a hair-raising collapse of his 
100'-plus tower in California some years ago. 


K3Z0O noted the comments on amp repairs and said there's a resistor in the 
Ten-Tec Titan power supply that blows, protecting the rest of the amp. 
Fred was pleased to edge out KODQ in ARRL CW. Fred says on phone he "did 
okay." Mike Martin of PEPCO has been helpful in trying to cure noise 
problems in a 69 KV line near Fred but those lines have to be shut down to 
do the work, which can only be done in non-heating and non-air 
conditioning seasons. The noise peaks at 15 degrees from Fred. Fred 
noticed the noise was pulsing on and off but discovered it was because the 
wind was gusty, making his antenna rock left and right enough that it was 
in and out of that 15 degree noise vicinity. Dry, windy, weather is the 
worst for Fred's noise. Fred had DL8TWA (K3TW) call him giving a power of 
five watts and 4X/K4YT chased him all over 80 as Fred S&Ped and told 

Fred he was loud and should CQ, but Fred was afraid the noise would make 
him an alligator (loud signal but can't copy). Fred says K4YT will return 
to 

the U.S. after trips to Ivory Coast and Mali. 


W3ZZ noted K8GP has won the Atlantic Division in VHF contests four times 
even though the station has been in the Roanoke Division (contest sponsor 
error). 


W3DQ finally has a real hamshack in his house and an Omni-VI Ten-Tec. 

Eric put in 20 hours in one of the ARRLs, which in recent years for him is 
along time. Eric's DC QTH is near Chevy Chase Elementary, which I guess 
means it's near the Maryland line, and it's the second highest topography 
in 

DC. K6LEW lives nearby, as does KE3VV. Eric reports K3ZJ had W3USS on in 
its swan song, making 1,500 QSOs in ARRL phone. The station is 

being dismantled, leaving K3VOA and 4U1WB as the active club stations in 
DC. 


N1WR did SOLP in ARRL CW with a cold and made 1006 QSOs, 841K. In ARRL 
phone he was M/S with N3WZR and N3AFT for 960 QSOs, 960K. 

With 333 mults and QSOs being three points apiece, the QSO total and score 
match. 


WR3Z gave more detail of the operation at WR3L in ARRL CW, where the 2 ops 
went multi-two and made 3,300 QSOs, 3.8M points, an all time high 

for Dave's station. Correction, not just 2 ops; they also had N3NT, 
W6HZW, AA3SC, and WB3V (confirm the last call for me). Barry notes the 
southern Maryland region is making a thrust, using Field Day to generate 
interest. 


K3MM defended his world record from last year in the RTTY WPX and broke 
his own mark for the third year in a row, 1800 QSOs in 30 hours. Ty 

says RTTY activity is increasing. In ARRL CW, Ty was joined by K3RA and 
an N5 whose call I can't remember at V260 (the V26B station). February 
weather is better than in the fall, 5-10 degrees cooler and dry. This 
time they slept in the hamshack. Temps were 70 degrees at night. Station 
owner, V21N, got excited to have the ops there, so he hired someone to cut 
the weeds in the beverage field, which meant rolling up the beverage 
first. 

The work didn't get done and Ty had to roll out the beverage haphazardly 
at the last minute. Ty also put up a "flag antenna" and reports it works 
as 

well as a "good working EWE." The flag is a square 29' long and 7' high, 
with a 1000 ohm resistor in the middle of one end of the wire and fed with 
coax in the middle of the other end. It's directional toward the coax 
end. The V260 crew made 7.8M points on 7,600 QSOs, second to HC8A's 8.7M 
points. 


Tyler and Rol were at W3LPL for ARRL phone...joined on 20M by K3NA. This 
was the tenth time that W3LPL's group has won both modes M/M in the 

ARRL DX Contest, a record that will stand for along time, and the station 
and ops are still going strong of course. 


The next meeting will be April 12th in room 242 of the George Marshall 
High School, Route 7, Falls Church, VA. The HS is on Route 7 near Tysons 
Corner, just off from the DC Beltway near the route 7 exit. 


SOUTHERN MD REGIONAL MEETING, 1 Mar 99 by Barry Shapiro, WR3Z 


Meeting was held at the home of Wayne Rogers, NIWR. Attendees were: 
Barry, WR3Z; Wayne, N1WR; Chuck, N3WZR; and Marty, N3HRT. This 
was the first PVRC meeting for Wes, N3WZU. 


N1IWR reported activity in the ARRL CW contest, single op with 1007 Q's for 
873K points. Wayne had a multi-single for the SSB contest (with 
N3WZR and N3AFT), with slightly under 1M points tallied. 


WR3Z operated the ARRL CW contest from WR3L's M2 effort, where Dave's crew 
tallied over 3.9M points. Barry was also part of the W3GNQ M2 
group in the ARRL SSB contest, where Dick's group collected 3M points. 


Before viewing the 3YOPI Dxpedition videotape, the group continued its 
discussions on planning and organization for this year's Field Day, with 
the 

goal of introducing to hams beforehand various contesting operating 
techniques and contesting resources (such as CT). [Free copies of CT from 


K3DI. -editor] Hams from the local clubs (Calvert and St. Mary's) will be 
approached over the next several months, with emphasis on the Southern 
Patuxent ARC (SPARC) group, of which N3WZR is the current president. 
Potential callsign used will be N3PX. We are looking into a 3A effort, 
with additional VHF/UHF and Novice/Tech stations. 


The next regular meeting is tentatively scheduled for Monday April 5th at 
N1WR's home.

Membership. Chapter membership remains at 30. 


Club business and announcements. K4MA exhorted the members to participate 
in the upcoming ARRL DX/SSB and CQWW WPX/SSB contests this 
month. 


Upcoming Contests. ARRL DX SSB 3/5, Russian DX 3/20, CQ WW WPX SSB 3/26 


Member notes. 

W9JB has taking part in the beta test of a new kit transceiver, the 
Elecraft K2. Will brought his partially completed example along and 
described its features. It puts out 10 watts with a synthesized 
frequencies and 10-160m coverage. CW is standard and SSB support is 
optional. It is about 3/4 the size of an IC735 and very attractively 
packaged. Will has taken part in the recent ARRL and CQWW contests. 


NX9T has taken part in Sprint and the DX and 160 tests. Jeff said the 160 
test convinced him to start working on a receive antenna. 


W3GCG described his QRP effort on 160. He hand logged the 484 contacts 
and said his receive antennas made the effort possible. Willie has gotten 


a computer and will be using CT in the future. 


K4HA has gotten time in on the DX and 160 tests but complained of many 
distractions from work. 


KS4XG finally got a 160 meter antenna up that plays well (150' inverted L 


with series capacitor and 36 1/4wl radials). Pete also recently bought 10 
and 15 meter Cushcraft 4 element monobanders to put on his tower fixed on 
Europe. (The antennas were found for sale at this excellent swap site:

N3QYE has begun assembling a Small Wonder 40+ QRP rig. The documentation 
was put together by the Internet QRP Group and goes into some 

theory. Jim is involving some of the students at NC State in the project. 
He took part in Sprint and will be operating at the W4ATC student station 
during the DX phone contest. 


K4QPL spent a few hours on the DX CW test and swears it was his last 
contest using his single G5RV antenna. Jim is assembling parts and lining 
up everything for his tower project with the hope of completion in the 
Spring. 


N4CW had a great time for 24 hours at the AA4NC station (using callsign 
W4MR). Bert reported that all his wires at home were destroyed by a 
recent thunderstorm. Bert was also happy to declare his 2nd retirement 
with the expectation of more time for the hobby. 


AA4NC thanked everyone for the QSOs during the DX CW test. Will and K4MA 
operated as 8P9JA and are holding down first place in the M/S 

category. Will asked if anyone has seen a score for VP5CW or VP5M. Will 
also described how he and Jim found the God of Wire on the island. It 
seems this god is in the form of a "Rasta Dude" and creates sculpture 
figures out of the wire. Will also introduced his guest Lee AA4GA and 
said that the two of them and W4WA Ronnie will be operating M/S from the 
AA4NC station this weekend (callsign W4MR). Will invited any interested 
club members to drop by and take part in their effort. 


AA4GA is from Cornelia, about 80 miles north of Atlanta. Lee is in town 
on business for the week and decided to join Will for the contest. 


K4MA described more details of the 8P9JA effort and how it was difficult 

to draw the attention of the US ops during the mornings when the European 
stations were so strong. Jim described their Internet packet hookup and 

said that although they tried to use it to help with finding mults it had 
limited usefulness. Jim said that Bill W4ZV hopes to make a presentation 
of his contest activity at the HC8N site during a future meeting. The
